We attended the AAWB Convention, in 
Viami- Beach in. Judy... The .conference 
was very fruitful as many new develop- 
ments in our field were presented. 
Personal conbactsswith renresentati ves 
of the various agencies permitted the, 
exchange. 01: 10eas and procedures. which 
was extremely useful.
